Gym Opens to Large Crowds 


Committee Approves Funds 


For Drydock Expansion Plan 


Approval of the proposed expenditure of 43 million 
dollars at Hunter’s Point Naval Drydocks has been voted 
by the House appropriations committee, according to 
news dispatches from Washington. 

The Hunter’s Point appropriation was the largest for 


California, with expansion of 
Terminal Island _ facilities in 
Southern California second. 

The expansion program for Hunt- 
er’s Point will be completed in two 
years, according to present plans. 
Of the $43,419,0000 for Hunter’s 
Point, a new drydock, to be com- 
pleted in 14 months, will cost 10 
million; two breakwaters, 10 mil- 
lion; and a shipfitters shop, $5,465,- 
000. 

Although a ‘subsidiary of Mare 
{sland, the Hunter’s Point drydocks 
is becoming increasingly self-suf- 
ficient and with its present facili- 
ies can repair any craft from the 
smallest vessel to the new, giant 
battlewagons, 

Hunter’s Point has grown, like 
Jack. the Giant Killer’s beanstalk, 
in double time from a compara- 
tively small beginning to one of 
the Navy’s major repair bases— 
and it’s still growing. 

Just how fast this base is ex- 
panding was related recently by 
The San Francisco News in an ar- 
ticle by one of its staff writers, 
Ernest Rapley. 

“When the Navy took possession 

Jee. 18, 1941, shortly after the Pearl 
ifarbor attack, there were two dry- 
jocks, 49 civilian employes, and six 
Navy administrative: officers, 48 
.eres and a $6,000,000 investment,” 
the article said. 

“Today the base occupies the 
xreater part of 540 acres, it has six 
drydocks—one 1100 feet long built 
in the record time of ten and a half 
months—and. repair piers, a sub- 
marine repair base, machine, black- 
smith and electrical shops, offices, 
supply warehouses and about 16,- 
100 employes. The investment has 
jumped to more than 65. million 
dollars.” 

“The recent congressional appro- 
priation is evidence, Navy men 
point out, that Hunter’s Point will 
he a permanent postwar installa- 
tion,” Mr. Rapley said. 

Purchase and development of 
Hunter’s Point marks the fulfill- 
ment of the Navy’s efforts for many 
years to secure deep water drydock- 
ing facilities on the West Coast to 
supplement those at Bremerton. 

After considerable debate, Con- 
gress authorized purchase of Hunt- 
er’s Point from the Bethlehem Steel 
Co. in November, 1940, for $3,993,- 
752: On the property at that time 
were a 1000-foot drydock built in 
1918, another 750-foot long and 
some old buildings. ° 


While the yard was under lease . 


to the Bethlehem Co. until the Na- 
vy took’ over after Pearl Harbor, 
the first improvements were made. 
These included 1000 feet of quay- 
wall and an assembly building and 
work! was started on an administra- 
tion building, dispensary, ‘store- 
house and a few other structures. 

The expansion really started roll- 
ing ,early in the war, Mr. Rapley 
said, when the Navy Department

Ceremonies opened with the in- 
vocation, asked by Rev. Roy E. 
Wilson, director of religious activi- 
ties, Northern California Council of 
Churches, following. two selections 
by a Navy band from the drydocks. 

Mr. Ayer, praising Hunter’s Point 
war workers for “doing a magnifi- 
cent job in keeping our fleet readi- 
ed for battle conditions, said, “This 
splendid building is yours... an 
opportunity for men, women and 
children to engage in recreation 
and sports of all kinds.” 


He thanked the workers for 
meeting inconveniences of some 
conditions at the Point in good © 
spirit, but pointed out that every 
day conditions are improving. Mr. 
Ayer pledged continued efforts by 
the Housing Authority to provide 
additional conveniences and facili- 
ties for more normal living in the 
future. “ 

The San Francisco Recreation 
Commission was cited for its fine 
work at Hunter’s Point. “In many 
respects,” Mr. Ayer declared, “rec- 
reation activities have been forging. 
ahead despite inadequate space, fa- 
cilities or equipment. Thi's gymna- 
sium is but another example of 
this City Department’s real service 
to the people of Hunter’s Point.” 

Principal speaker of the evening 
was Captain E. P. Kranzfelder, — 
USN, production officer at the 
Hunter’s Point Naval Drydocks. 

Captain Kranzfelder described 
the permanent. nature of Navy in- 
Sstallations at Hunter’s Point, and 
extended the Navy’s thanks to the 
Housing Authority for making pos- 
sible the ever improving facilities 
for employes. 

He declared that every person 
now employed may hold a life-time 
job at the Point, should he desire 
it—if during this critical war peri- 


- od he has proved his value. 


Captain Kranzfelder disclosed 
the intention of the Navy to ex- 
pand its installations at the Point 
to handle the tremendous job of 
maintaining the peacetime fleet. 
“Hunter’s Point must go beyond its 
present size; I cannot tell you, of 
course, to what extent this expan- 
sion will go—but it will be consid- 
erable,” he asserted. 

Again the close relationship be- 


“tween the Navy and housingproj- 


ects was pointed out by the Cap- 
tain. He said, “What affects one 
necessarily affects the other, Each 
expansion of Hunter’s Point means 
a need for more housing and other 
facilities.”

Write to or call at your Ration 


Board, 4726. Third St., and ask for 
OPA Form R-341. Fill it out com- 


pletely and attach a “spare stamp 
.13” from War Ration Book Four 


for each member of the family 
covered in your application. Then 
submit the application to the Ra- 
tion Board by mail or in person. 

The Board will go over each ap- 
plication, and will send canning su- 
gar coupons to you later if the ap- 
plication’ is aproved. None will be 
acted upon at time of application, 

‘You may obtain allowance for a 
total of 20 pounds of sugar for each 
member of the family for this pur- 
pose, but not exceeding 120 pounds 
per family. Only five pounds: per 
person will be allowed for @anning 
vegetables, or for making jams, jel- 
lies, relishes and catsup, and this 
amount is a part of the total allot- 
ment. . 

The stamps’ will be valid until 
November 30, 1945, but persons ap- 
plying should do SO early. No can-

“There has been a growing contemplating a cut-back in
